DOLLAR COINAGE RESUMED 


Mint Here Will Turn Out 50,000 a Day 
For The Next Three Months. 


Work has been 
resumed by 
the 
Philadelphia mint on the coinage of 
approximately 4.7,000,000 ounces of 
silver on hand, following the recent 
period in which the mint was closed 
during the taking of inventory. 
Orders have been received to speed 
up the coinage of silver dollars to re­ 
place part of $300,000,000 sold during 
the world war as bullion to England. 
As fast as the coins are manufactur­ 
ed they will be shipped to Washington 
for deposit in the 
Treasury 
vaults 
and silver dollar certificates will be 
issued against them. 
Under the new 
order 50,000 
silver dollars 
will be 
coined daiiy. 
When the fiscal year closed on June 
30 the mint here had coined $62,973,- 
473 worth of silver. 
American sil­ 
ver is being bought now for $1 per 
ounce. 
Out of a total operation of 81,093,- 
075 ounces of silver, the local mint 
had a wastage of only 1689 ounces, 
this 
being but 2 per cent, of 
the 
wastage permissable under the law. 
The report from the recent inventory 
indicates that th© Philadelphia mint 
is operated in a more efficient man­ 
ner than any other mint.
